Yesterday’s storm , which 
dumped up to 1.56 inches of 
rain on San Anselmo in the past 
24 hours ending at 8 a rn today, 
was accompanied by minor 
flooding and some wind dam­ 
age. 


Fire, police and utility offi­ 
cials in Marin reported scat­ 
tered power failures, minor au­ 
tomobile mishaps and other 
w e a th e r r e la te d d a m a g e 
Strong gusts felled a large Eu­ 
calyptus tree on Lark Lane 
near Mill Valley, downed utility 
wires on Grove Lane in San 
Anselmo and lifted a section of 
roof off a home on Woodside 
Court.

New Ferry May Not 


Run Until Late Summer 


Operation of the Golden Gate 
Bridge District’s first new ferry 
may not begin until the end of 
summer, according to the dis­ 
trict’s president. 


The first of the three new 
vessels being built under a $12.6 
million contract in San Diego 
still is scheduled to go into 
service in June. But mounting 
delays by subcontractors in de­ 
livering parts, equipment and 
material apparently were be­ 
hind the hint by Stephan C. 
Leonoudakis that delivery may 
be postponed. 


His acknowledgement of the 
prospect of a later start in 
running the first ferry came in 
a letter Monday to Charles B. 
Weers, secretary of the Marin 
County Labor Council. Discuss­ 
ing the ferry system, Leonou­ 
dakis said the district expected 
to operate the first vessel “ by 
the end of summer." The two 
other ferries are scheduled to 
be delivered at four-month in­ 
tervals after the first. 


The primary delays have 
been in delivery to the shipyard 
of the power plants and interior 
bulkheads Manufacture of the 
bulkheads, made of an asbes­ 
tos-like material, has been held 


up by a lack of fuel needed by 
Johns-Manville. 
Another major problem re­ 
sulted when the subcontractor 
doing the interior work on the 
ferries went bankrupt, and new 
arrangements had to be made 
for the work 
The new ferries initially will 
serve Sausalito, at a temporary 
landing, since completion of the 
Larkspur ferry terminal has 
been delayed 13 months to July 
1875. Temporary facilities at 
Larkspur, however, are sup­ 
posed to be ready earlier next 
year

California will 
have 29 million residents — a 46 
per cent jump over its present 
population but well below ear 
lier projected estimates, state 
officials say. 
Growth in M arin will be 
slightly below the statewide av­ 
erage, according to the fore­ 
cast, with an increase of 85,900 
residents or 41.4 per cent. 
That would bring the county 's 
population, currently 207,500, to 
293,400. 
Gov. Ronald R eagan’s fi­ 
nance director, Verne Orr, said 
yesterday the 29 million figure 
was about a tenth less than a 
sim ilar forecast made in 1971. 
Projections are based on de­ 
clining migration from other 
states to California, but they 
make no provision for what the 
energy crisis might do to popu­ 
lation patterns, he said. 
“ It is customary to preface 
the specific assumptions under­ 
lying projections with a general 
statement to the effect that no 
war or catastrophe of sufficient 
magnitude to affect the basic 
conditions will take place,” the 
report said. 
“ However, the current ener­

shortage, 
if prolonged, 
might well have such an impact 
and this would doubtless have 
some effect upon the distribu­ 
tion of the population if not 
upon the total number of peo­ 
ple,” the report added. 
Orr said only four counties 
which had 100,000 or more in­ 
habitants in 1970 will double by 
the end of the century. They 
are San Luis Obispo, Santa 
Cruz, Sonoma, and Ventura. 
By 2000, Los Angeles County 
is expected to add more than 
800,000 residents to its 1970 pop­ 
ulation of 7 million.

County on the eastern slope of 
the Sierra Nevada is expected 
to show the greatest percentage 
growth — a 334.1 per cent jump 
from 4,200 in 1970 to 17,800 by 
2000. 
The only decrease is project­ 
ed for the city and county of 
San Francisco. The report pre­ 
dicts an 8.1 drop from the 1970 
population of 714,300 to 656,600 
by the year 2000.

Nine Believed Dead 
As Storm Trips Slide 


CANYONVILLE, Ore 
(UPI) 
— A raging storm that roared 
down from the Pacific North­ 
west mellowed to a drizzle to­ 
day but not before triggering a 
mud slide that buried nine men 
near this southwestern Oregon 
town (See photos, pages IO and 
28.) 


The Douglas county sheriffs 
office said the small telephone 
repeater station in which the 
men were working was lost in a 
gooey mud slide 125 feet deep 
and 400 feet long last night. 


Another three persons in 
Northern California were listed 
as dead from the storm, two of 
them a brother and sister who 
were swept away when a log 
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jam broke and a creek surged 
over its banks 


Ken Kelley, a workman who 
missed the Canyonville mud 
slide because he* was off getting 
coffee, said: “Then came an­ 
other slide and covered up 
everything we had for land­ 
marks. 


“ The entire canyon was full 
of mud and it was still coming 
from the top of the mountain." 
Robert Cook, who managed to 
struggle (Hit of the 15-by-20 foot 
building, said it was “ pulver­ 
ized” despite its walls that 
were made of eight-inch-thick 
concrete blocks. 
The men had been repairing 
the main coaxial cable between 
California and Oregon, which

Nader Asks Congress 
New Controls On Oil 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Terming the energy crisis an 
oil industry fabrication, Ralph 
Nader urged Congress today to 
legislate new controls on the oil 
industry to keep consumer en­ 
ergy costs down. 
With new and sometimes con­ 
flicting supply and demand sta­ 
tistics com mg out daily from 
the industry and government, 
congressmen — mostly Demo­ 
crats, are also pressing for 
action to soothe the public. 
Five senators and three rep- 
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resentatives yesterday jointly 
called for a 90-day freeze on 
prices of domestic crude oil and 
petroleum products, charging 
the Nixon administration with 
giving in to “the extortion of 
the American people by the 
major petroleum companies." 
Sen. Richard Schweiker, R. 
Pa, said he will propose a bill 
to create a federal commission 
to subsidize domestic fuel pro­ 
duction for the purpose of mak­ 
ing the country selfsufficient in 
energy and to regulate U S. oil 
firms. 


Unless the lawmakers act, 
“the fabricated energy crisis of 
1974 will generate a trillion 
dollar trauma for consumers 
over the next 20 years," Nader 
said in prepared testimony be­ 
fore a House Small Business 
subcommittee. 
He asked Congress to set up a 
government-run corporation to 
explore for gas and oil on feder­ 
ally owned lands. 
A House Interior subcommit­ 
tee was to begin hearings today 
to determine the extent of oil 
and natural gas under public 
land. 
Nader said oil from federal 
lands could be sold cheaply to 
small independent dealers who 
are “ now being squeezed out of 
business" because they are 
breed to buy high-priced im­ 
ported oil and cannot compete 
jvith the cheaper domestically 
produced oil sold by many of 
he major producers. 
He also urged Congress to

A Pledge To Fight Corruption 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. (UPI) — Gov. Marin Mandel, 
saying recent political scandals have made Mary­ 
land “a measure of our sickness as a nation,” 
pledged a campaign yesterday to 
rid the state of political corruption. 
In his annual state-of-the-state 
message to the Maryland General 
Assembly, Mandel said Maryland 
has ‘‘become a household word to 
many Americans — a postmark for 
greed, for corruption, for kickbacks 
and payoffs, for the quick and easy 
ethical standards, for a way of life 
that is less than honorable. 
Mandel 
“A native son —a fallen symbol of rectitude — 
is destroyed and disgraced. Businessmen are 
unmasked. Those who would enforce and make 
our laws are on trial for allegedly violating 
them.” 
The governor did not mention names, but 
plainly referred to the resignation of Spiro T. 
Agnew as vice president and numerous corrup­ 
tion scandals. 


Georgian Thinks Nixon 
Working On A Plea Deal 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Rep. An­ 
drew Young, D-Gri, said yes­ 
terday he has a “sneaking sus­ 
picion" President Nixon is 
involved in plea bargaining on 
the W atergate scandal that 
could result in his resignation 
within 90 days. 
Young also predicted that a 
push for Nixon's impeachment 
will come from Republican con­ 
gressmen who “won’t be able to 
run for office under the banner 
of Watergate.” 
He told a YMCA luncheon 
that be expects the House of 
Representatives to vote on im­ 
peachment within 90 days but 
added that he expects Nixon to 
have resigned by then. 
“I have a sneaking suspicion 
we’re in the middle of another 


plea bargaining session (such 
as that involving former Vice 
President JJpiro T. Agnew)," 
said Young He said the current 
bargaining involves Nixon, 
former Atty. Gen. John Mitch-, 
ell and former commerce sec­ 
retary Maurice Stans. 
Young said recent optimistic 
statements by Vice President 
Gerald Ford and Sen. Barry 
Coldwater, R-Ariz., are “de­ 
signed to assure the American 
public that the whole world is 
not falling apart while it really 
is.” 
Democrats have a lot to gain 
by not impeaching the Presi­ 
dent ... “but while we would 
gain as a political party, we 
would lose terribly as a na­ 
tion," he said. 


“I think the Republican con­ 
gressmen are going to come 
back and take the lead on 
impeachment," he said. "They 
are going to have to face up to 
their reelection. I don’t think 
Urn going to have much to do 
with that as a Democrat." 


Young tied the W atergate 
scandal to “pocketbook" prob­ 
lems facing the country. Citing 
increased bread prices, Young 
said that those who “made no­ 
toriously large profits" on the 
Soviet wheat deal were listed as 
contributors to the Committee 
to Re-Elect the President. He 
also mentioned the higher milk 
prices while noting substantial 
contributions by dairy industry 
officials to the Nixon campaign. 


Two Attacked 


BELFAST (UPI) — Gunmen 
kidnaped a Protestant motorist 
and beat and cut the hair of a 
Roman Catholic mother in sep­ 
arate incidents in Northern Ire­ 
land today, police said. 
A few hours after the abduc­ 
tion of the motorist a telephone 
caller who said he was “Cap­ 
tain Black” of the Protestant 
e x tre m ist U lster Freedom 
Fighters told the Belfast news­ 
paper Irish News that a body 
had been dumped at an aban­ 
doned airfield. 
More than four years of vio­ 
lence among Northern Ireland’s 
majority Protestants, minority 
Catholics and security forces 
has claimed 936 lives.

Steps Proposed To Keep TV 
From "Big Brother's7 Control 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
White House "cabinet commit­ 
tee" has proposed steps to pre­ 
vent “ big brother" from con­ 
trolling what people can see 
and hear over their cable TV 
channels by 1984. 
The committee proposed for 
cable TV a complete reversal of 
policies developed for broad­ 
cast television by the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC), which require television 
stations to devote time to public 
interest program s, minority 
rights, and enforce a fairness 
doctrine. 


The committee proposed that 
the government exert no more 
control over the content of ca­ 


ble TV programs than it now 
does over the content of news­ 
papers, magazines and motion 
pictures. 
The present type of FCC con­ 
trol creates a “constant danger 
of unwarranted government in­ 
fluence or control over what 
people see or hear on television 
broadcast programming," the 
report said. 
In proposing policies for the 
next ten years, the committee 
said it was concerned both liter­ 
ally and figuratively with the 
year “ 1984." 
In a fictional prophesy enti­ 
tled “ 1984" author George Or­ 
well describes a society under 
virtual total control of a dicta­ 


tor known as “Big Brother” 
who pries into private lives of 
citizens through their two-way 
TV screens. 


The committee was headed 
by Gay T. Whitehead, director 
of the White House Office of 


Telecommunications.

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Petaluma's 
Case Called 
Justifiable 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The City of Petaluma is justi­ 
fied in limiting its growth be­ 
cause it already has outgrown 
its water and sewage facilities, 
a federal court was told yester­ 
day. 


City engineer David A. Youth 
gave that testimony in a suit 
brought by two builders’ asso­ 
ciations who want to outlaw an 
ordinance that restricts Petalu­ 
ma to 500 new housing units a 
year. 


Young told Judge Lloyd H. 
Burke, who is hearing the case 
without a jury, that Petaluma 
was exceeding pollution stan­ 
dards set by the Regional Wa­ 
ter Quality Control Board. 


The city now dumps sewage 
into the Petaluma River and a 
project to discharge instead in 
San Francisco Bay probably 
can’t be started in 1976, Young 
added. 


Petaluma, he continued, al­ 
ready is using more water from 
the Sonoma County 
Water 
Agency that its contract calls 
for and a project to obtain more 
can’t be completed in less than 
three years. 


The suit concerns an ordi­ 
nance passed last year by a 
vote of 4,181 to 906 and opposed 
by the Construction Industry 
Association and the San Fran­ 
cisco, Peninsula and Redwood 
Empire Building Industry Asso­ 
ciation. 


Builders contend the ordi­ 
nance is unconstitutional since 
it limits the right to travel to 
another city. 


Meanwhile, Petaluma has re­ 
ceived nearly $10,000 to help 
pay defense costs in the court 
fight. 


The donations are mostly 
from other local governments 
in California, according to city 
secretary Marjorie Wilson who 
has kept track of the funds. 


But others are from individu­ 
als in places as far apart as 
Philadelphia, Boulder, Colo., 
and Durham, N.C. 


Mrs. Wilson said most of the 
government donations came in 
response to a Sept. 14 letter 
from Mayor Helen Putnam to 
every city and county govern­ 
ment in the state. 


Recognizing that the case 
could set a precedent affecting 
community planning efforts 
across the nation, Mayor Put­ 
nam asked agencies which 
might be affected to help fi­ 
nance Petaluma’s effort. 


“ We mailed the letters on 
Sept. 14 and the first check was 
here Sept. 
19,” Mrs. Wilson 
said. “ It was from Marin Coun­ 
ty.” 


The $9,638 received so far 
came from 36 cities, two coun­ 
ties and a number of individu­ 
als. 


“ The smallest was $3 from a 
girl in Philadelphia,” Mrs. Wil­ 
son said. “ She said she was a 
planning student and she want­ 
ed to have a part in it.” 


Largest donation was $250, 
the amount requested by Mayor 
Putnam’s letter. Many contri­ 
butions of that size were re­ 
ceived. 


Mrs. Wilson said it is impossi­ 
ble to estimate how much the 
court action will eventually 
cost. 
“ We spent more than $10,000 
before it even went to trial,” 
she said. The city has hired as 
special counsel Oakland attor­ 
ney Robert T. Anderson, a mu­ 
nicipal law specialist. 
City representatives have 
hinted that they will appeal to a 
higher court if the district court 
decision is not in their favor, so 
the battle could be a long one.

Rabid Horse 
Suit Asks 
$4 Million 


Mario and Eva Ghilotti. the 
Nicasio horse breeders exposed 
to rabies last May, filed a $4 
million damage suit yesterday 
in Marin Superior Court. 


The couple accused Marin 
( ounty and the state of care­ 
lessness and negligence in fail­ 
ing to diagnose the deadly dis­ 
ease in a prized Arabian 
stallion. 


Also named was John E. Zim­ 
merman. a Point Beyes Station 
veterinarian who treated horses 
for the Ghilottis. 


A stallion was put to death at 
the Mar-Ghi Ranch last May 20 
when he began acting strange­ 
ly. A portion of his brain was 
tested by the Marin Health 
Department but no trace of 
rabies was discovered. 
Six weeks later a second 
horse, which had been boarded 
at the Ghilotti ranch, died and 
this time a rabies test proved 
positive. 
State health officials then re­ 
tested the first horse’s brain 
and detected rabies. 
Because of the delay in iden­ 
tifying the first horse as rabid, 
the Ghilottis were six weeks 
late in beginning the painful 
series of anti rabies shots. They 
said they may not know if they 
have contracted the disease un­ 
til early summer. 
Also exposed were Dr. Zim­ 
merman and veterinarian Don­ 
ald E. Hansen of Point Reyes 
Station, ranchhand Mark Grey­ 
ing and a Forst Knolls couple, 
Norman and Madeline Krueger. 
Claims totaling $4 million 
were filed against the county, 
including a $1 million claim by 
the Ghilottis, but the board of 
supervisors denied them.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If the 
former senator from Minnesota 
is planning a political come­ 
back, he’s going about it in a 
typical Eugene McCarthy way. 
He’s acting indifferent and say­ 
ing things no serious candidate 
would. 
But the Democrat who start­ 
ed the political earthquake that 
unseated Lyndon Johnson has 
appeared to be doing every­ 
thing wrong before and come 
up a winner, so several dozen 
Washington reporters listened 
to him hold forth for an hour at 
a news conference yesterday. 
For openers, McCarthy de­ 
clared he didn’t care much 
whether President Nixon is im­ 
peached —“I’m rather indiffer­ 
ent ... I don’t think it would 
make much difference ... I just 
don’t think much good would 
come of it.” 
Speaking in a professorial 
monotone that made it impossi­ 
ble to differentiate serious ob­ 
servations from whim sy, 
McCarthy suggested it might be 
a good idea to forbid elected 
public officials to resign in mid­ 
term.

NASHVILLE, Term. (UPI) — 
Four men, including three 
brothers and a cousin, were 
arrested yesterday on charges 
of killing David “Stringbean” 
Akeman, a star of Grand Ole 
Opry and the “ Hee Haw” telev­ 
ision show, and his wife. 
John A. Brown, 23, and Mar­ 
vin Douglas Brown, 23, each 
were charged with two counts 
of murder. Charles Brown, 31, 
and Roy Brown, 26, were 
charged with being accessories 
to murder and receiving and 
concealing stolen property. 
The three brothers and their 
cousin John were raised in the 
tiny community of Greenbrier, 
a few miles from the scene of 
the shootings at the modest 
Akeman farm home 
Akeman, 58, was killed when 
he apparently surprised bur­ 
glars on returning home from a 
night performance Nov. ll. Po­ 
lice speculated his wife, Es­ 
telle, was shot as she was 
parking the car and attempted 
to flee. Akeman did not drive. 
“The arrests were the result 


oi a long, drawn out investiga­ 
tion,” acting police chief Joe 
Casey told reporters. “ We have 
been gathering evidence practi­ 
cally from the time this hap­ 
pened until today." 


The Nashville morning news­ 
paper, The Tennessean, report­ 
ed today that another cousin of 
the four. Jack Holt, 27, also of 
Greenbrier, was the key wit­ 
ness and provided information 
enabling officers to obtain some 
physical evidence in the case. 
The newspaper said Holt was 
in protective custody at a jail 
outside Nashville. Holt bad 
been beld on a federal charge 
of transporting a stolen motor­ 
cycle across state lines. 
Casey declined to comment 
on the physical evidence except 
to say that some of the money 
taken from the home had been 
recovered. The robbers over­ 
looked $5,700 later found in the 
clothes of the victims by funer­ 
al home attendants as well as a 
priceless antique banjo left to 
Akeman by the legendary Un­ 
cle Dave Macon.

Redwood High School’s sen­ 
iors yesterday were introduced 
to a whole new world of credit 
cards, charge accounts and 
consumerism 


One speaker warned that the 
concept of the cashless, credit- 
card society “ has suddenly 
produced a new generation of 
sharecroppers ." 


Robert K, March, manager of 
the credit union at the Consum­ 
er’s Co-Op in Corte Madera, 
explained that 19th century 
landless farmers had to share 
their harvest with their land­ 
lords. Now persons who borrow 
money or charge purchases 
must toil to pay interest to the 
person who owns the capital. 
March said. 
Another speaker explained 
women's problems with credit; 
vet another expert reported un­ 
happily that he was meeting 
more and more often with “21- 
vear-olds who are thinking 
ibout going into bankruptcy." 
The speakers were the first 
round of participants in a three- 
iay 
‘consum er aw areness 
rash course’’ sponsored by 
•rome economics and govern­ 
ment teachers at Redwood High 
School for all of the 600 seniors. 
Other speakers today were to 
explain consumer complaint 
hot lines," auto repair prob- 
cms, advertising frauds and

lems, legal rights for the 18- 
vear-old and other things the

Teacher Sue Chelmi, who 
caches a course called “Sur­ 
vival for Singles" to home eco­ 
nomics students, decided too 
few seniors are getting consum­ 
er information.

Caroline Fooshee. office man­ 
ager for Casa Marin Home 
Furniture in San Rafael, drew 
only coeds for her seminar on 
women and credit. 
“The extension of credit isn t 
your right simply because 
you’re a woman," she said 
It’s a service and a courtesy- 
extended by the store." 
Many professional women — 
doctors, lawyers and the like — 
first establish credit while sin­ 
gle and retain charge accounts 
in their own name after mar­ 
riage, she said 
One girl student objected to 


credit organizations that de 
mand information about former 
husbands from divorcees The 
firms need the ex-husband’s 
name and lists of family charge 
accounts as an index of how 
well the divorced woman man­ 
aged the family’s money while 
married. Mrs 
Fooshee said. 
But “a man takes the credit 
with him in his name” and the 
woman must practically start 
over, she said. 
‘Some discrimination still ex­ 
ists' when business women try 
to obtain credit, the speaker 
said. Formation of a New York 
City bank by women has begun 
to erode resistance in this field, 
she added 
“I prefer not to even get 
involved with separated per­ 
sons.’’ even though split fami­ 
lies often need a whole new set 
ot household items. Mrs. Foosh­ 
ee said. 
Loretta O’Rourke, manager 
of the Credit Bureau of Marin 
County, explained how students 
can obtain their first credit, 
now- that the law has opened the 
field to 18-year-olds. 
She suggested that teen-agers 
first obtain an income from 
allowance or part-time work, 
then open checking and savings 
accounts. Then, Mrs. O’Rourke 
said, the teen-ager can go to a 
store where he or she is known 
through past trade, and ask to 
charge a small purchase on a 
39-day account, as a start to 
building a credit rating. 
Going to firms with which the 
parents have credit is another 
possibility, she added. 
She cautioned that anyone 
who buys on the installment 
plan first should save up a 
couple of months' payments, to 
guard against unexpected fi­ 
nancial reverses. 
So-called revolving accounts 
are the most costly in terms of 
interest — 1.5 per cent per 
month on the balance — and 
young couples often call them 
“the revolving door to death." 
Mrs. O'Rourke warned. 
She said credit bureaus such 
as she manages aren’t collec­ 
tion agencies: they exist pri­ 
marily to keep records so firms 
asked for credit can check on 
applicants' past payment hab­ 
its. Consumer laws give the 
individual a right to check the 
files in the credit bureau and 
tell the buyer's side in payment 
disputes, she said. 
Frederick S. Perley, manager 
for Consumer Credit Counselors 
of Marin, warned that, "You 
can easily get far more credit 
than you can handle.

Ayala Is Upset Winner 
In San Bernardino Vote 


SAN BERNARDINO (UPI) - 
Ruben Ayala swept to an upset 
victory over Republican Jerry 
Lewis in a special election 
Tuesday, giving Democrats in 
the state Senate their first clear 
majority since 1970. 
Ayala, who won 54 per cent of 
the vote in the sprawling 20th 
District, fought off Lewis' heav­ 
ily financed campaign to be­ 
come the first Mexican-Ameri- 
can state senator in recent 
history. 
“This campaign showed that 
San Bernardino County is not 
for sale,” the 50-year-old county 
supervisor from Chino said in a 
victory statement. 
Campaigning hard on the is­ 
sue of spending scandals relat­ 
ed to the Watergate affair, Ay­ 
ala said "the long road back 
from Watergate begins in San 
Bernardino County." 
Democratic state chairman 
John Burton, a San Francisco 
assemblyman, said Ayala’s vie-

’rom five to 50 bouses a year, 
most of them custom-built 
homes. 
Ruegg said the proposed reg- 
ilation was far from perfect. It 
•vill take many ideas and 
suggestions from the communi­ 
ty before the council is satisfied 
it has an ordinance that will 
meet the needs of the communi­ 
ty in its desire to limit growth, 
he added 


Rodney Cleared 
For TV Series 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Five-year-old Rodney Allen 
Hippy, an overnight show busi­ 
ness success as a cute kid 
stuffing a hamburger into his 
mouth in television commer­ 
cials, went to court yesterday 
to get a judge's approval to star 
in a TV series and make 
records.

Carl Brown of the Redwood 
Empire Building Association, 
said there is a need for the 
small developer who builds cus­ 
tom-type houses. He asked the 


city staff to come up with a 
way to protect these small de­ 
velopers against the large de­ 
velopers who would get more 
points for their planned devel­ 
opment because they can afford 
to include such items as open 
space and low income housing 
in their projects. 
(Under the proposed ordi­ 
nance, allocations for houses 
would be made according to a 
point system based on desirable 
features of a development. The 
more such features a project 
has, the more points it would 
receive.) 
Kenneth H. Wilson of 91 San 
Benito Way, who builds about 
12 houses a year, said “The 
large owner cannot provide cus­ 
tom building.” He asked that 


all building plans for four bous­ 
es or less be eliminated from 
the ordinance. 
Wilson said if the small build­ 
er is included in the propb&dd 
ordinance, he will be forced out 
of business in Novato. 
Robert Burgess of Black 
Point objected to the city hav­ 
ing any part in planning of the 
Black Point area. He said resi­ 
dents there get better service 
from the county planning de­ 
partment than city residents 
get from the Novato planning 
department. 
His sentiments against Blacjt 
Point being part of the Novate 
planning area were echoed by 
Joseph Y. Seminario of 8 Anton 
Way, who said people do .not 
want to annex to the city.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
19th Century pioneering spirit is 
still calling people to free land 
in the West, but the great land 
rush is almost over. 


Those who seek to make a 
new start in the wilderness 
generally look northward to 
Alaska, where millions of acres 
of land still remain untouched 
by man. 
They get little encouragement 
from the government officials 
who keep an eye on the 762 
million acres of land still in 
public ownership. In fact, offi­ 
cials of the Bureau of Land 
Management insist there is no 
more '‘free land'' and wish 
those who dream of hacking 
farms out of the wilderness 
would forget it. 
Yet, the Homestead Act of 
1862 and other land laws that 
he'ped open up the West are 
still on the books —and it still is 
possible to get “free" land from 
the government or to buy it for 
as little as $1.25 an acre. 
But it’s not easy. 
The pioneers brought nearly 
250 million acres of western 
lands under cultivation but the 


land rush did not reach its peak 
until long after the 19th Century 
ended. The biggest boom came 
between 1911 and 1925, when 
more than 500,000 homesteads 
covering some IOO million acres 
were established. 


With nearly all the tillable 
land gone, and faced with dis­ 
couragement by government of­ 
ficials, only 182 homesteaders 
met the requirements of the 
land laws and won ownership of 
22,417 acres of public land in 
1972 — nearly all of it in Alas­ 
ka. 
The 
number 
who 
began 
claiming the “ free” land in that 
year was 68. 
BLM officials estimate that 
they receive about IOO letters a 
day from people seeking infor­ 
mation on homesteading or how 
to buy other “ cheap” govern­ 
ment land. The replies are dis­ 
couraging. 
“ There is no free government 
land," the BLM tells the writ­ 
ers in “ the hard facts of home­ 
steading. ” 
“ Bluntly, you’ve little chance 
of ‘homesteading,’ ” the pam­ 
phlet continues. "This is true 
even in Alaska, the ‘last 


frontier.’ ’’ 
Those who seek information 
specifically on homesteading in 
Alaska are told that what land 
is still available is generally 
remote. 
Much of it can be 
reached only by flying to a lake 
or tiny airstrip, from where the 
homesteader must reach his 
land on foot. 
Officials also remind prospec­ 
tive homesteaders that the law 
requires them to farm the land 
and to live on it for at least 
seven montes a year for three 
years. They say the cost of 
clearing the land, building a 
home and equipping a farm can 
go as high as $200,000. 


And when the crops are final­ 
ly harvested, the homesteader 
may find that he can’t compete 
with food brought into Alaska 
from the “outside” where it 
may cost much less to grow it. 
Tile homesteader must pay a 
filing fee of only $10 to move 
onto the land. If be manages to 
meet the requirements of the 
law he gains full title to the 
land on payment of a final fee 
of $50. 
In line with their policy of 
discouraging homesteading, 


BLM officials seldom remind 
homesteaders of a short cut — 
the so-called “ commuted en­ 
try” in which the homesteader 
need farm only IO acres of a 
160-acre homestead in the first 
year. At the end of the year he 
can get title to the land by 
paying $1.25 an acre for it. 
There are other ways to gain 
title to public lands. One way is 
to buy it. And despite BLM’s 
claims that there is no “ cheap” 
land, government lands often 
sell for much less than what 
land developers charge for five- 
acre “ ranchettes” in the desert. 
Small tracts are listed in Our 
Public Lands, a quarterly publi­ 
cation available for $2 a year 
from the government printing 
office, and are sold by public 
auction at BLM state offices. 
In 1972, about 1,700 acres of 


public land in Arizona and Cali­ 
fornia was sold at an average 
price of $75 an acre. More than 
9,000 acres of land in Nevada 
was auctioned off at an average 
price of less than $37 an acre. 
Some of the land is suitable 
for farming, some for recrea­ 
tional use, and some — the 
BLM says — lacks water and 
sometimes even access. 
In years past, it was possible 
to rent recreation cabin sites 
from both the BLM and the 
U.S. Forest Service — but this 
is now being phased out. Both 
agencies say land suitable for 
recreational use is now being 
held back for public use. 
The Forest Service is no long­ 
er opening up tracts for cabin 
sites and only a few such sites 
are still available — in the 
Targhee National Forest in Ida­ 


ho and the Umatilla National 
Forest in Oregon. 


Those who now have permits 
for cabin sites may continue to 
hold them or even to sell their 
cabins to others, who in turn 
may renew the permits. The 
rentals range from about $100 
to $1,000 or more a year. 
There are other ways of get­ 
ting public land — and not all of 


them are legal. 


It is possible, for example, to 
gain title to public land by 
discovering a valuable mineral 
on it and mining it. The law has 
been badly abused over the 
years and BLM officials, now 
and then root out occupants of a 
mining claim where the “ mine" 
may be little more than a hole 
in the ground.

. Unruh, in one of his rare 
appearances at the state Capi­ 
tol since losing a bid in 1970 to 
bust Gov.

and blistered the current Legis­ 
lature for what he charged was 
its inability to react to crisis. 
Unruh, who is credited with 
improving the decision making 
process of the Assembly while 
he was speaker in the 1960s, 
told the rules committee: 
“The Legislature has more 
staff, more fringe benefits and 
it is easier and more comforta­ 
ble to make decisions but it has 
the inability to respond to crisis 
and the inability to deal with 
financing of campaigns.” 
“ The Legislature is now 
equipped to ask the right ques­ 
tions, but I question very seri­ 
ously whether it is equipped to 
come up with the right an­ 
swers,” he said.

Supervisors Take 
Reasonable Action 


Congratulations are due the 
Marin County Board of Super­ 
visors for wasting no time in 
initiating proceedings to force 
Marin Municipal Water District 
to annex two schools threat­ 
ened with a cutoff of water 
supplies. 
The water district’s notice to 
Santa 
Margarita School and 
Marindale School for the Hand­ 
icapped that it will cease sup­ 
plying them with water next 
Dec. 
I was aptly styled by 
Supervisors’ chairman Michael 
Wornum as “a rather remarka­ 
ble action.” 
It is still more remarkable 
since the schools were left out­ 
side the water district’s bound­ 
aries only because of an error 
by the water district itself a 
decade ago. 


BECAUSE THEY are outside 
the district, the water they 
receive is “surplus water” in 
the view of MM WD. And be­ 
cause MMWD has declared 
that it has a water shortage 
crisis, it can have no surplus 
water. 
Thus, the notice of discontin­ 
uance was sent the schools on 
advice of the water district’s 
attorney, Tom Thomer, accord­ 
ing to J. Dietrich Stroh, acting 
general manager. 
A majority of water district 
directors, seeking to implement 
a policy of curbing population 
growth through control of the 
water supply, decided last year 
that MMWD has an acute wa­ 
ter shortage. 
« At the time they reached that 
decision, the district’s reser­ 
voirs were full. There was 
enough water in them to last 19 
months without a drop of rain 
falling, according to the dis­ 
trict’s own figures.

NEVERTHELESS, the water 
district must maintain that 
there is a shortage. It must do 
so because, based on the de­ 
clared shortage, it imposed a 
moratorium on new connec­ 
tions. And several developers, 
whose building plans were ab­ 
ruptly halted by that morato­ 
rium, have filed suits for heavy 
damages against the district — 
damages that will have to be 
paid by its water customers if 
the suits are successful. 
Legally, the water district is 
in a poorer position to defend 
itself against the suits if it 
continues to supply “surplus” 
water to customers outside its 
boundaries — including the two 
schools. 


OF COURSE, MMWD could 
have taken a different ap­ 
proach. It could have said that, 
since its own error resulted in 
leaving the school properties 
outside the district, it wished to 
correct that by annexing the 
two schools. 
But when an organization is 
attempting to maintain a fic­ 
tion, it is likely to become 
desperate. (Witness the White 
House in the fictions regarding 
W atergate.) And desperation 
seldom leads to logical conclu­ 
sions and reasonable actions. 
The action of the board of 
supervisors, in forcing the wa­ 
ter district to correct its error 
in order to prevent shutting 
down two schools, is both logi­ 
cal and reasonable.

New Commercial Code 
Omits Contract Protection

Despite its many failures to address 
itself to problems confronting the people, 
the California Legislature has responded 
to the surge of interest in consumer 
protective laws. 
There probably have been more bills 
proposed for consumer protection in the 
past few years than in any other single 
field of legislation, and many of them 
have been enacted. 
Among those who have been attentive 
to consumer problems have been Sen. Al 
Song, D-Monterey Park, chairman of 
Judiciary, and Assemblyman Bob Bever­ 
ly, R-Redondo Beach. The Song-Beverly 
Warranty Act was hailed as a significant 
step in consumer protection. They, along 
with Assemblyman Ed Z'Berg, D-Sacra- 
mento, and others, continue to pursue 
their efforst to write consumer laws. 


ONE OF THE RESULTS was adoption 
of the Uniform Commercial Code during

the 1963 legislature. This code has been 
adopted by every state in the country 
excepting Louisiana. But in its adoption 
by California an important provision was 
omitted 
This failure is cited in an article by 
Charles H. Hurd and Philip L. Bush in 
the most recent Hastings Law Journal. 
“ Alone among the major commercial 
states, California has no statutory doc­ 
trine of unco nsc Iona bilify by which courts 
can police contracts involving sales of 
goods, as that term is defined in the 
Uniform Commercial Code,” they report. 
Their concern is for contract transac­ 
tions wherein there is a disparity be­ 
tween the price paid and the fair market 
value; where the seller knows the con­ 
sumer will not derive anticipated bene­ 
fits, or where conditions imposed are 
favorable to the seller at the expense of 
the expectations of the consumer. 
They cite the Supreme Court observa­ 
tion in the Vasquez vs. Superior Court 
case: “ Protection of unwary consumers 
from being duped by unscrupulous sellers 
is an exigency of the utmost priority in 
contemporary society.” 


THE NEED FOR EACH law arises 
from the “ relative inequalities of bar­ 
gaining position between the buyer and 
seller” due to the consumer’s lack of 
knowledge and inferior power (money) 
position. “ The predominance of form pad 
contracts in credit transactions also oper­ 
ates to eliminate the opportunity to 
bargain. '' the authors note 
Omission by the legislature of the 
unconscionable clause from the uniform 
code apparently was because of argu­ 
ments that it was vague. The writers 
reject this and submit that the test be 
“ whether the contract terms and sales 
practices bear a reasonable relation to 
the risks assumed by the seller and to the 
benefits he confers on the weaker party.”

Few Candidates Practice 
Campaign Finance Reform 


Many candidates for public office are 
now stressing a need for campaign fi­ 
nancing reform. Very few of these candi­ 
dates, however, are actually practicing 
any type of reform. 
Jack Felson, Democratic candidate for 
the Ninth Assembly District (Marin and 
southern Sonoma), is one of the few 
candidates to actually practice such re­ 
forms. Jack has limited his contributions 
to $100 per individual and $200 per family 
or organization, and to report all cam ­ 
paign contributions over $10.

There’s a lot more going on in the 
world than Watergate. Or the energy 
crisis. Or even the weather. 
Of this I am just reminded by an 
exchange of correspondence with an in­ 
mate of Soledad Prison, in California. 
For years one of my happiest experi­ 
ences has been correspondence with men 
in prison. Largely this follows an involve­ 
ment I had with a revolt in Boston’s Old 
Charlestown Bastille, and continuing con­ 
tact with the men involved which lasted 
into their fine rehabilitation in outside 
life. 


THIS WEEK CAME such a heartw arm ­ 
ing pair of letters that I have to share 
them. A man writes that his mother, 
back in an eastern city, met his former 
fifth grade teacher. The mother did not 
tell the teacher of her son’s troubles. But 
she sent the retired teacher’s address to 
her son, hoping no doubt that he would 
want to write. 
Here is what he says: 
“ After all these years, Mom rem em ­ 
bered not only the big crush I had on Ms. 
K, but also that she had worked with me 
especially on the multiplication table. 
"M r. Canham, on the ‘inside’ time 
hangs pretty heavy: It’s the one thing all 
of us here seem to have plenty of. And 
there have been many times that my 
thoughts have drifted back over the years 
to recall pleasant memories of better 
days. And I have often been disturbed 
when I remembered all the good things 
that were done for me and the little 
appreciation that I showed. 
“ Much as I hated to tell Ms. K about 
my imprisonment (I knew Mom never 
would) I knew I had to write her and 
thank her for all she did for me so many 
years ago. And I sure couldn’t lie about 
today. I did write.” 


HERE IS WHAT the school teacher 
replied: 
“ Dear Johnnie: 
"I had to respond to your letter to let 


you know what it meant to me. I am 
almost 80 now. I live alone in a small 
apartm ent and cook and eat my meals 
alone. Oftentime I feel like the last leaf 
on the tree. 
“Johnnie, you’ll be interested in know­ 
ing, I'm sure, that I taught school in the 
area for over 50 years, and during all 
that time yours is the very first letter of 
appreciation I’ve ever received. It ar­ 
rived here on a cold, blustery morning 
and it cheered my lonely heart as nothing 
has cheered me in many years. 
“ I know it took courage to write to me 
from prison, and because of it I cherish 
your letter even more. My prayers are 
with you too!” 
Johnnie’s le tte r was on stationery 
marked: “ Always give thanks (Ephesians 
5 :20).” 
Two lonely people, a continent apart, 
warming their hearts together with grati­ 
tude. 


IT WAS NOT the first interesting letter 
I had received from Johnnie. Earlier he 
had written, after describing his spiritual 
experiences: “I have a great distance to 
travel yet, but I am learning and praying 
. . . Even some of my inmate friends 
have commented on the change they 
have noticed in my daily living habits. 
Loving is so much greater than hating. 
How much fuller and more important is 
my life becoming each day . . . yes, even 
in prison. I might even say I have 
escaped my prison. I am now on the road 
to freedom, real freedom, and I love it.” 
Across the impersonality of tile public 
school system, out of the darkness of a 
prison which is currently “ locked down,” 
come these shafts of gratitude and love. 
They bear home with a vengeance the 
reminder that the news of the world is 
not all politics or diplomacy or econom­ 
ics. Part of it focuses on the values that 
lie deep in human experience and can 
always be found there. If we look.

STROUT IN WASHINGTON 
Pressure Mounts On Congress 
For Reform Of Tax Structure

WASHINGTON — Tax reform suddenly 
has emerged as a 
major legislative 
possibility in the new session of Congress 
after being bottled up for years. 
Congress almost certainly is going to 
take a look at windfall profits of the big 
oil companies in the energy crisis. 
Scarcity of other critical raw m aterials 
will raise the question of incentive tax 
assistance and may play a part, too, in 
assisting near-bankrupt railroads. 
President Nixon’s tax returns, made 
public in “ O peration C andor,” have 
drawn nationwide attention to tax shel­ 
ters available to the affluent. 
New. higher Social Security taxes that 
took effect Jan. I make those imposts a 
heavier burden on many workers than 
income taxes, with consequent reaction 
from trad e union and social-interest 
groups. 


REP. WILBUR D. MILLS, D -A rk, 
powerful chairman of the conservation 
House Ways and Means Committee, has 
promised new tax legislation “next year" 
for two years, postponing it each time. It 
now looks as though it would be forced 
out, in any case. 


In one instance, Mr. Mills shelved tax 
changes to concentrate on the trade bill; 
in the next instance it was supposed to 
make way for a health bill. 
President Nixon is expected to offer a 
sweeping new health measure in his State 
of the Union message, after Congress 
returns here Jan. 21. Presumably it will

In another field, the ll per cent boosfln 
Social Security benefits for 30 million 
people and consequent higher taxes open 
a new debate. A worker earning $5,008 a 
year pays proportionately much more 
than a corporate executive making $200,- 
000, though the rate for both is 5.85 per 
cent. The Social Security tax is levied on 
the low-income worker’s entire income 
but on only $13,500 of the executive’s 
salary.

Lists Oil 
Inventories 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Standard Oil Co. of California 
published its oil inventories and 
noted that while they are com­ 
parable to stocks last year at 
this time, the real crunch is 
ahead. 


O. N. Miller, board chairman 
of the company, issued a state­ 
ment saying that “ declining 
availability of crude oil to U.S. 
refineries” will curtail output of 
gasoline and other products in 
the coming months. 


Standard said it has the fol­ 
lowing inventories: 


12 million barrels of crude oil 
down 1.6 million barrels from 
last year. 


7 million barrels of partly 
finished oils down Vt million 
barrels from a year ago. 


9.6 million barrels of gasoline 
about the same as a year ago 
and enough to last 29 days. 


3.1 million barrels of jet fuel 
300.000 barrels more than a 
year ago and enough to last 23 
days. 
9.7 million barrels of distillate 
fuel oil a 42-day supply, up 3.8 
million barrels over a year ago. 
4.9 million barrels of residual 
fuel oil, a 22-day supply and up 
400.000 barrels over a year ago. 
The statement noted that the 
heavier inventories of fuel oils 
resuled from pressure to in­ 
crease supplies in the face of a 
possible shortage of heating 
fuels this winter. 


Bagley Proposes 
Tax Adjustments 


I-J Special Report 


SACRAMENTO — Legislation 
to adjust personal income tax 
schedules to take into account 
inflation was proposed today by 
Assemblyman William T. Bag­ 
ley, R-San Rafael. 
Tax brackets would rise auto­ 
matically along with annual in­ 
creases in the cost-of-living, 
with the result that taxpayers 
receiving cost of living pay 
hikes will not be bounced into a 
higher tax bracket. 
A spokesman for the assem­ 
blyman said that without such 
legislation, inflation eventually 
will put everyone in the top 
income tax bracket. 
Bagley’s bill would require 
the Franchise Tax Board, be­ 
ginning next January, to re­ 
compute income tax brackets to 
reflect pay hikes given to offset 
inflation. 
The present system fails to 
account for the fact the taxpay­ 
er receiving cost-of-living pay

hikes has no increase in pur 
chasing power, Bagley’s office 
explained. In fact, all the tax­ 
payer is doing is staying even 
with inflation, the staff said. 
Taxpayers should pay a high­ 
er percentage of their income 
for taxes only when their in­ 
come increases in excess of 
inflation, it said. 
The staff cited the example Of 
a married couple with $10,000 in 
taxable income in 1974. Assum­ 
ing IO per cent inflation during 
1975, and that their taxable 
income grows during 1975 by IO 
per cent to $11,000, their taxes 
would go from $140 to $180 
under the present system. 
This would increase their net 
tax from 1.4 per cent to 1.64 per 
cent of their income. With Bag- 
ley’s measure, they would pay 
$154 on their 1975 taxes, holding 
the percentage at 1.4 per cent.

Kindness Is Not Enough, It 
Must Be Coupled With Skills

Kenny tugged at the teacher's coat. She 
looked down at the 5-year-old and said, "Why 
Kenny, how nice to see you. I miss you. I’m 
teaching another class now. I see you're 
wearing a handsome new sweater. Who’s 
your new teacher?” 
"I don’t know her name,” Kenny said with 
a certain finality, “and besides, she doesn’t 
even know this is a new sweater.” 
A friend of mine taught a class in a foreign 
country. She was really demonstrating to the 
teacher a new approach devel­ 
oped in her country, but the 
children were enthralled and 
for them it was an exciting and 
intensive time of learning. 
When the lesson was over one 
very poorly dressed and ill- 
cleansed little chap said, “You 
don’t know my name.” 
His tone was accusative, and 
he was rightfully pointing out a 
lack 
of 
kindness 
on 
my 
friends’s part. Her name had 
been placed on the chalkboard, 
and all the children had had to 
say "Good morning, Miss M -.” 


BUT THIS young pupil, stim­ 
ulated by the lesson, had felt 
the sting of anonymity, the lack 
of common courtesy. My friend 
took a moment to learn his 
name and discovered that he 
had never before participated 
so vigorously in a class lesson. 
What had given him impetus, 
he said, was the substitute 
teacher’s attitude. 


"You acted as though I’d 
know the answer,” was his 
explanation. 
But, as my friend pointed out, 
she had neglected the personal 
touch while settling for aca­ 
demic success. 


There is considerable evi­ 
dence that poor children, espe­ 
cially those who are easily iden­ 
tifiable as poor by their clothes 
and general appearance, suffer 
from lack of kindness not only 
at home but in every so-called 
social institution. 
Kenny was finding that his 
churcb-school teacher didn’t ap­ 
pear to care enough about him 
to compliment him on his new 
sweater or to be sure he under­ 
stood clearly what his teacher’s 
name was. 
The second little boy was 
attending a newly integrated 
public school. Teen-agers com­ 
plain vociferously that they are 
treated with great disrespect by 


local youth and police organiza­ 
tions if they look poor or un­ 
kempt. 
Yet every sign points to kind­ 
ness as the way to achieve 
respect from young people. 
Kindness is the key to improved 
character and progression in 
school subjects. 
MOCKERY, INSULTS, or 
just plain ignorance have never 
helped underfed and culturally 
deprived children. At the same 
time, those who merely sympa­ 
thize with poor social conditions 
or offer hypocritical comments 
often fail to stimulate such chil­ 
dren to learn. 
It takes both. It takes kind­ 
ness and consideration as well 
as an ability to teach in order 
for the children of the poor to 
achieve enough dignity and in­ 
terest in themselves to be able 
to absorb what is being taught. 
The teacher without kindness,

too often blaming their social 
conditions instead of finding the 
fault closer to home. 


BUT KINDNESS alone is not 
enough. It must be coupled with 
teaching skills, with an under­ 
standing of how to diagnose 
learning problems, and the wis­ 
dom to prescribe what’s right 
for each individual.

Director John Dunlop of the 
Cost of Living Council predicted 
that both retail and wholesale 
prices would keep going up 
steeply in the first four months 
of the year. mainly because of 
higher prices for basic raw 
materials and commodities in 
the world market. 


Consumer prices rose about 9 
per cent in 1973 while wholesale 
prices shot up 18.2 per cent. 
Dunlop told a group of Wash­ 
ington reporters yesterday that 
about 59 per cent of consumer 
items covered in government 
surveys had been removed 
from price controls “and we 
intend to continue gradually de­ 
controlling.” 


In Los Angeles, Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz said 
consumers could expect food 
prices to continue rising this 
year, but not as spectacularly 
as the record 18 per cent in­ 
crease in 1973. Butz predicted a 
5 to 6 per cent increase in 1974, 
saying a new surge in meat 
prices would taper off later in 
the year. 
One of the nation's leading 
financial institutions, Mellon 


Bank of Pittsburgh, issued a 
report today forecasting a 7 per 
cent increase in consumer 
prices this year. It foresaw 
“little substantive relief from 
rising commodity prices (and) 
further hefty increases in fuel 
costs.” 


Dunlop said wage settlements 
and labor strikes would in­ 
crease this year as workers and 
unions tried to keep up with the 
worst inflation since World War 
II. 


One union leader followed 
Dunlop's statement with notice 
that his contract demands this 
year would include provisions 
for “catch-up” wage increases. 
‘‘American workers finished 
1973 with their spending power 
considerably reduced,” said 
President Jerry Wurf of the 
550,000-meraber American Fed­ 
eration of State, County and 
Municipal Employes.

Man, are my feet sore today. I spent last 
evening walking through the acres and acres of 
exhibits at the San Francisco Sports and Boat 
Show in and around the Cow Palace. 
If you ever get the feeling the Cow Palace is a 
small place, a trip to the sports and boat 
extravaganza will quickly prove you wrong. One 
of the first tips I ever got before going to my first 
show was to wear comfortable shoes. That’s sound 
advice. 
Inside the main arena are the class boats, from 
small sailboats to yachts. There’s a Columbia 45- 
footer, the largest sailboat in the show, a luxuri­ 
ous thing with an exterior trim of solid teak. Not 
far away is the queen of the show (not the pretty 
blonde, wise guy, the boat!), “Neptune,” Chris 
Craft’s 41-foot cruiser. Ifs not the craft to try 
cruising Corte Madera Creek in, but it looks like it 
would be right at home next time you’re sailing in 
the Caribbeans. 
BUT THE BOAT which gets most of the stares 
from the thousands of boat show patrons is the 
Mark Spitz Boat, this year’s gimmick boat which 
sits in the main hall at the front entrance. Believe 
me, you can’t miss it. 
Show manager Tom Rooney smiles everytime 
he talks about this boat. And no doubt, so does 
Mark Spitz. It’s got a wood carved figure of the 
hero of the 1972 Olympics extending from the bow 
and wood carvings of seven gold medals on each 
side. With all Spitz’ commercials in mind, the boat 
is powered by a Schick razor and includes an ice 
box to keep his milk in. The seat is a dentist’s 
chair, depicting the occupation Spitz was going to 
enter before becoming an instant millionaire from 
the Olympic fame. 
THEN THERE’S the Gravy Boat, called by 
Rooney “the biggest and fastest (and only) Gravy 
Boat afloat.” It looks just like the name says, a 
gravy dish with a 5 horsepower engine attached. 
Wandering through vacationland and the halls of 
camping and seeing the motor homes, campers, 
tents and trailers it made me think summer had 
already arrived and my thoughts went to camping 
and the great outdoors. I was jarred back to 
reality when I stepped outside the halls and into 
the rain. 
I MADE a stop at the Fenwick fishing equip­ 
ment booth to drool over the latest in fly rods and 
say hello to Les Eichhom of Novato, Fenwick 
sales representative for the western states. Anoth­ 
er fishing booth was promoting the catching of 
striped bass out of Loch Lomond Live Bait and 
Tackle in San Rafael and manning the booth was 
one of the co-owners, Art Donati. 
Another Marin exhibitor was Canoe Trips West 
of Greenbrae and answering all the questions 
about canoes and kayaks was Tom Johnson of 
Kernville, manager of the U.S. Olympic white 
water kayak team in the last Olympics. Heading 
the booth is Ann Dwyer, president of Canoe Trips 
West and founder of the Marin Canoe Club. Ann, 
who started the Red Cross canoeing classes in 
Marin more than IO years ago, is author of 
“Canoeing Waters of California.” 


BUT ONE of my favorite parts of the show is a 
visit to the Huck Finn kids’ free fishing pool. It’s 
really something to see the expressions on those 
kids' faces as they pull out their limits of two 
trout, with the aid of outdoorsmen who donate 
their time. 
All in all, it’s some show. The 10-day run ends 
Sunday.

NCAA Changes 
IO 'Major' Rules 


PHOENIX (UPI) - The Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic Asso­ 
ciation football rules committee 
yesterday announced IO ‘‘ma­ 
jor” changes in rules for the 
1974 season. 
John Waldorf, supervisor of 
officials for the Big 8 Confer­ 
ence and committee chairman, 
called a change in the penalty 
procedure on running plays 
‘the most sweeping in a num­ 
ber of years.” 
The changes, conforming to 
those of the High School Feder­ 
ation, make personal fouls on 
running plays, previously as­ 
sessed from the point (rf infrac­ 
tion, now enforceable from the 
point where the running play 
ends. 
This excludes personal fouls 
which might be committed by 
the offensive team behind the 
point of advancement. 
Waldorf said this would elimi­ 
nate such things as the cheap 
shot downfield from the play, 
loss (rf possession on a free bali 
foul, and safeties when personal 
fouls are committed while the 
ball is free in the end zone. 
The committee also decided 
to ban blocking below the waist 
on kickmg plays, downfield be­ 
yond the legal clipping zone. 
Waldorf said this would result 
in cutting down on knee inju­ 
ries 
Standards for footballs used 
in collegiate games were adopt­ 
ed. providing they must be tan 
with white stripes around the 
ends. The offensive team will 
continue to be entitled to use its 
choice of any ball conforming 
to the standards. 
Other changes included re­ 
quiring any substitute to re­ 
main in the game for at least

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one play, and the player he 
replaces to remain on the side­ 
lines for at least one play, 
except between quarters, after 
a score on timeouts. This will 
eliminate the messenger sys­ 
tem used quite widely last sea­ 
son with one player carrying 
plays in from the sidelines with­ 
out ever participating in a play. 
The fair catch signal now* will 
require only the hand, rather 
than a hand and arm, above the 
head, and the player may use 
his hand to shade his eyes, a 
practice prohibited in the past.

For Peace 


MONTREAL (AP) - The Na­ 
tional Hockey League has ac­ 
cepted all conditions set forth 
by the World Hockey Associa­ 
tion to reach a settlement in 
their two-year dispute before 
the courts, the Montreal Ga­ 
zette said yesterday. 


The Gazette said the an­ 
nouncement of the peace agree­ 
ment is to come before Jan. 28 
when the NHL must inform a 
U.S. federal court in Philadel­ 
phia whether it has reached 
agreement with the new league 
or whether it will fight the 
WHA’s $60 million lawsuit. 
The newspaper said that one 
influential NHL governor left 
little doubt last night that the 
league bas accepted the MUA 
proposal with great relief. 


‘‘What it means to us,” said 
the man, who asked not to be 
identified, ‘‘is the removal of a 
burden of enormous expense, 
both in money and in people's 
time.” 
The newspaper said the gov­ 
ernor referred to the agreement 
‘‘as settlement of a lawsuit and 
said the agreement hinged on 
two main points: that the NHL 
pay the WHA $1,750,000 for the 
letter's legal fees accompany­ 
ing their litigation against the 
older league and that the WHA 
respect the NHL’s one-year op­ 
tion clause in their players’ 
contracts.

For one thing, the grass twists around the neck (hosel) of the 
club. This throws the ball low and to the left. 


Don’t worry about overspin coming out of high grass with a 6- 
wood. or any other club. The idea is to get clear of it in one shot. 
Mainly, don’t be concerned with helping the ball up. The club’s 
loft will take care of that. 
stand closer to the ball than usual. Use an upright swing in 
order to get the clubhead down to the ball quickly. The less grass 
you touch, the better the odds on a clean getaway.

Sonoma (2-0 in conference) 
will be hosting both Chico State 
and University of California, 
Davis, the top two contenders 
for the Cossacks’ Far Western 
Conference crown. 
If the Cossacks sweep the 
series, it will give them at least 
a one-half game edge in the 
conference race.

The solution involves divert­ 
ing water through an existing 
canal to an already functioning 
pumping station, which would 
discharge it into Corte Madera 
Creek. 


The engineering firm of Hoff­ 
man and Albritton of San Ra­ 
fael 
is 
doing 
prelim inary 
studies now, and should be 
ready Jan. 29 to tell the Tamal­ 
pais High School District Board 
whether or not the plan is 
feasible, according to Frank A. 
Cassou, director of business 
services for the district. 


The hard, undulating field 
and its surrounding track were 
found a safety hazard and de­ 
clared off limits in November. 
Cost of repair is estimated at 
$141,566, according to Cassou. 
The pipe runs beneath the 
field, carrying water from the 
homes in Heather Gardens to 
the creek. It requires periodic 
maintenance, and undermines 
part of the athletic complex, 
including the caved-in portion 
of the junior varsity baseball 
diamond. 
The pumping station, located 
at the Lucky Drive entrance to 
the school, drains other water 
from the school grounds. The 
plan is to divert water from the 
Heather Gardens area along an 
existing channel to the pumping 
station. The drainpipe could 
then be filled, providing a solid 
base for the repair work and 
insuring that later develop­ 
ments would not require tear- 


large or improve the pipe. 
This may or may not require 
enlarging file two pumps or 
making other improvements in 
the pumping facility, Cassou 
said. The engineering study 
would determine that. Whatev­ 
er improvements were required 
would cost less than $22,000, he 
expects. 
The City of Larkspur orginal- 
ly was thought to have an 
easem ent on the drainpipe 
area, and thus the power to 
determine what would be done 
with it, but this turned out to be 
untrue.

Novatan Is 
Indicted On 
Wiretapping 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - A feder­ 
al grand jury yesterday indict­ 
ed a Novato man on charges of 
wiretapping conversations of 
fellow employees in a San 
Francisco department store. 


Charged was John H. Christ­ 
man, 45, of 1096 Bel Marin Keys 
Boulevard. He is security chief 
at Macy's. 


Assist. U. S. Atty. F. Steele 
Langford said the wiretapping 
case is the first of its kind in 
the Bay Area. He declined to 
say whether any store execu­ 
tives also may be indicted. “ We 
have no evidence that any supe­ 
rior ordered Christman to do 
this,” the prosecutor said. “ We 
didn't indict Macy's because 
you can’t put a department 
store in Jail.” 


A $13 million civil suit was 
filed against Macy’s last month 
by seven Macy’s employees and 
three other persons, alleging 
that Macy’s illegally allowed 
Christman to eavesdrop on 
their telephone conversations 
from last April to October. At­ 
torney William C. Gordon, who 
filed the suit, said the wiretap­ 
ping was an invasion of priva­ 
cy. 


Conviction on the federal 
wire-tapping charge is punisha­ 
ble by up to five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine. Christman 
will be notified by mail to 
appear in U.S. District Court in 
about three weeks, Langford 
said today. The security official 
was not arrested.

Nixon's Popularity At 
Lowest Level In January 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s popularity fell in 
January to the lowest level in 
the Harris Poll since he became 
chief executive. 


According to the survey taken 
Jan. 7-10, 30 per cent pf those 
questioned gave Nixon high 
marks on the way he was con­ 
ducting the presidency while 68 
per cent rated him negatively. 
The Louis Harris organization 
said Nixon had previously fall­ 
en to 32 per cent favorable. In 
the last extensive survey in 
November, the figure had risen 
to 37 per cent. 
Other responses from 1,460 
households surveyed in January 
showed: 
Only 17 per cent said Nixon 
inspired “ confidence personally 
in the White House’’ while a 
survey record of 78 per cent 
said he did not. This compared 
with 48 per cent positive and 41 
per cent negative last Febru­ 
ary. 
More people, 47 per cent, 
think Nixon should resign than 
those who think he should not, 
42 per cent. This was a switch 
from November when 44 per 


cent said he should and 45 per 
cent disagreed.

East looked at 
dummy's long diamond suit and 
wondered what to do. 


If East tried to cash out, he 
would take the ace of clubs. 
That would be his last trick, for 
declarer would easily win the 
rest. 
lf East tried to make a neu­ 
tral lead, he would fare no 
better. For example, suppose 
East leads a trump at the third 
trick. South draws four rounds 
of trumps, discards two clubs 
on dummy’s top diamonds and 
then gives up a club trick. 
East found the best defense 
by returning a diamond at the 
third trick. Declarer could win 
this trick in the dummy but 
couldn’t cash any other dia­ 
monds before drawing trumps. 
The trouble was that once de­ 
clarer drew trumps he couldn’t

of the top diamonds.

Study Shows Big Rivers 
Are Among The Dirtiest 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some 
of the nation’s biggest rivers— 
including parts of the Ohio, 
Mississippi and Missouri —are 
also the dirtiest, according to a 
new study by the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA). 


The agency said the major 
problem appeared to be nu­ 
trients, such as phosphorus and 
nitrogen, which can overfertil­ 
ize 
w aters 
causing 
heavy 
growth of vegetation and shut­ 
ting off oxygen supplies. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) 
— Florida’s Commerce Depart­ 
ment Tuesday reported a drop 
in the number of tourists com­ 
ing to the state by car in the 
first week of the new year. 
Northeast Florida was the 
hardest hit by the tourist slump 
and the department said hotels 
and attractions were reporting 
business of 60 per cent in the St. 
Augustine and Daytona Beach 
areas. 
The departm ent said that for 
the week of Jan. 3-9, there were 
9,826 cars stopping at tourist 
welcome stations along major 
routes into the state. The de­ 
partm ent counted 24.734 tour­ 
ists in those cars.

Up to 84 per cent of the 
stretch es of rivers studied 
showed increased phosphorus 
levels during the 1968 to 1972 
period compared to the pre­ 
vious five years, the report 
said 
N itrogen nutrients in­ 
creased in up to 74 per cent of 
the stretches of water covered 
by the survey.

Mrs. Livingston doesn’t push 
traditional rhyme schemes, a 
philosophy reflected in her new­ 
est book titled “ When You Are 
Alone, It Keeps You Capone.” 
The line was written by a child 
who, when told to write a 
rhyme, used the first word she 
could think of that rhymed with 
“ alone.” 
The example, she says, illus­ 
trates ‘how stupid it is when 
children are taught just to 
rhyme” with no attention to 
feeling or content. Teachers are 
guilty of stressing rhyme, she 
says. 
“ Unfortunately, many teach­ 
ers are frightened to death of 
poetry, for good reason,” says 
Mrs. Livingston. “ It forces 
them to lay bare their emo­ 
tions. It s so important, if 
you're going to do anything 
creative, to get to the emotions. 
Most children just produce a 
series of facts.” 
When asked by parents why 


their children should learn poet­ 
ry, Mrs. Livingston cites a sto­ 
ry about a woman who asked 
Albert Einstein what material 
her son should read to prepare 
to be a scientist. His answer: 
“ fairy tales.” 
The point, says the poetry 
teacher, "is that this is where 
imagination comes from, how 
we introduce children to hope 
and the things that are possible. 
"No generation can protect 
the next generation because 
evils arise that we can’t even 
imagine now,” she says. “ But 
we can expose them to ideas 
through fairy tales and litera­ 
ture. They can identify with 
Jack and the Beanstalk and the 
way he outsmarts the Giant, 
and with Hansel and Gretel 
fooling the witch.”

This year’s schedule will fol­ 
low the pattern of previous 
years: 
In April and May, the tourna­ 
ment president will travel the 
country, presenting awards for 
1974 floats and issuing invita­ 
tions for the 1975 parade. 
Among corporations, there is a 
five-year waiting list to enter 
floats. 
In June, the eight companies 
which build the floats are invit­ 
ed to bid. Contracts are award­ 
ed and renderings of the floats 
are made. Orders are placed 
with growers, sometimes for 
whole fields of flowers, with 
specific color demands. 
Float chassis are built in 
September and welding is fin­ 
ished in October. Vinyl plastic, 
to which the flowers will be 
attached, is sprayed by the end 
of November. 
By Christmas, volunteer 
workers begin attaching flow­ 
ers. The workers usually come 
from charity groups, which re­ 
ceive donations for the work. 
During the final 24 hours, the 
flower attaching proceeds non­ 
stop. It is a favorite activity of 
locals to welcome the new year 
with a midnight look at the 
nearly completed floats and the 
mounds of fresh-smelling, dis­ 
carded flower stems. 
When the parade is over, the 
floats rest in a park near the 
Pasadena foothills. Large de­ 
tachable floral displays are do­ 
nated to hospitals. 
And the Tournmanet group 
begins thinking about the next 
year.

Chance To 
Save Funds 
These Days 


NEW YORK (UPI) — One 
thing about the energy squeeze 
— by putting up with a little 
hardship that saves fuel there’s 
a chance you can save money, 
too. 
At home this is possible by 
following tips for saving elec­ 
tricity used for lighting. The top 
rule goes like this. 
Keep lights off in any unoccu­ 
pied room. Also — the last 
person leaving any rooms turns 
off the light. 
Other tips on saving electrici­ 
ty used for illum ination at 
home are from Luke Thoring- 
ton, a lamp lighter from ‘way 
back. He is a Fellow of the 
Illuminating Engineering Socie 
ty (IES) and chairman of its 
color committee. 
Thorington, vice president of 
engineering at Duro-Test Inc., 
and Duro-Lite Lamps Inc. in 
North Bergen. N.J., makes his 
home in Easton, Pa. 
His suggestions: 
Maximize the use of daylight. 
It is free. Open drapes, raise 
blinds and let the sunshine in. 
Only use electric light in the 
daytime where there is no pos 
sibility of using daylight. Early 
to bed and early to rise. 
Minimize lights on at night. 
Turn off and on only as really 
needed. Develop the habit of 
switching off the kitchen, bath­ 
room, yard and other lights 
when not in use. Besides pro­ 
viding heat and some light the 
fire in the fireplace conditions 
one for sleep. 
Substitute 
lower 
w attage 
lamps where possible. A 40 for 
a GO, a 60 for IOO, a ICO for 150. 
You may find to your surprise 
that the lower wattages are 
acceptable. Especially in halls, 
foyers, stairw ays, basem ents 
and in the yard. 
Use 
w att-saving 
krypton- 
filled incandescent lamps. In 
the home they use eight per 
cent less energy for the same 
performance. The 55, 92 and ISI 
watt sizes match light output by 
the 60, IOO and 150 watt conven­ 
tional extended service bulbs 
they have been designed to 
replace. 
The bulbs also cost less when

BEGAN AS LARK 
Metroliner Ride 
Proves Rewarding 


By ORBIE MEDDERS 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The trip 
on the Amtrak Metroliner be­ 
gan as a lark. I discovered soon 
that many Americans are rid­ 
ing the trains with more serious 
intentions. 
The three-hour ride from New 
York to Washington was recom­ 
mended as an alternative to an 
hour airplane flight. “ It’s a 
damn good ride,” said the per­ 
son suggesting the train trip 
“ for the experience.’’ 
I rode trains almost a decade 
ago for the nostalgic experience 
because it seemed then that 
diesel-powered trains would be 
placed in museums beside their 
predecessors, the steam en­ 
gines. The ride on the electric- 
powered Metroliner, the succes­ 
sor to the diesels, was attrac­ 
tive as a new experience. I 
wasn’t disappointed. 
Rolling across the belly of the 
eastern seaborad, the train 
passed the green and brown 
countryside from New Jersey to 
Maryland and the dingy houses, 
tattered shacks and warehouses 
which line the railroad tracks 
in Philadelphia, Wilmington, 
D el., and Baltim ore — the 
beauty and ugliness of America 
juxtaposed before big, wide 
windows as the train swayed 
around curves and shuddered 
on tracks built for an earlier 
generation of locomotives. 
The energy crisis may sal­ 
vage the experience of rail 
travel. The shortage of fuel has 
caused airlines to cancel flights 
and motorists to curtail auto­ 
mobile travel. Many persons 
are turning to trains for trans­ 
portation. 
One such person was Curwen 
Stoddard a retired college pro­ 
fessor seeking solutions to the 
Mideast conflict for a group 
called Americans for a Pro­ 
gressive Israel. He said he of 
ten drove from his home in 


New 
York 
to Washington, 
where he obtained information 
for his peace studies. 
But Stoddart would not risk 
finding enough gasoline for his 
car on a route through the 
blockades created by truck 
drivers protesting fuel prices 
and slower speed limits. 
“ I just didn’t want to take a 
chance with the energy crisis,” 
he said. Besides, ‘‘I enjoy the 
ride,” he added. “ It’s really 
quite pleasant.” 
Others rode the train for 
practical reasons —business 
persons commuting to assign 
ments, vacationers avoiding 
planes and cars and people 
returning from shopping trips 
in New York. 
The train rider normally 
spends less money than the 
airplane passenger. The fare 
from Washington to New York 
by plane was $27.64 and from 
New York to Washington by 
train was $19, a difference of 
$8 64 I paid $7 to ride the cab 
from LaGuardia airport to my 
destination in Manhattan and $2 
from the sam e spot in Manhat­ 
tan to Pennsylvania station. 
The total 
saved was $13.64, 
almost enough for another train 
ride. 
Because of the location of 
term inals and airports, the 
time saved by flying is limited. 
The taxi trip from the airport 
after the hour flight took almost 
an hour The trip to the train 
station for the three-hour ride 
took five minutes. Add time 
spent waiting to land at a busy 
airport and the time saved by 
flying was 45 minutes. 
For the person going to a 
business appointment, 45 min­ 
utes might be vital but not for 
the person seeking the land­ 
scape and riding for the first 
time on a train without a loco­ 
motive, guided by electric lines.
